The “crime” committed by Simons 
was that he believed in making the 
publishers live up to their agreements. 
Even a capitalist newspaper, the 
Brooklyn Daily Times, admitted that 
the publishers broke the strike of the 
New York web pressmen in Septem- 
ber 1923. In its issue of July 19, 1925, 
the Times, commenting on a court de 
cision which gave Simons the right 
to a jury trial in his fight with Berry, 
said:- “Simons lost his position in the 
union following the pressmen’s “out- 
law” strike in September, 1923, that 
practiclaly tied up the printing of 
newspapers in the city for nearly a 
week and was finally crushed thru 
the efforts’ of Berry in bringing in 
pressmen from other cities.”
